The  fact  has  been  determined  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  that  the  con- 
tagious,   communicable   disease    known    as    foot-and-mouth    disease    has    been 
eradicated  from,  and  does  not  now  exist  in,  the  United  States. 

Now,  therefore,  I,  Arthur  M.  Hyde,  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  do  hereby 
remove  and  revoke  the  quarantine  placed  upon  a  certain  area  in  the  State  of 
California  by  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry  Order  No.  314,  dated  January  19, 
1929,  effective  on  and  after  January  19,  1929,  and  said  Order  314  and  all 
amendments  thereto  are  hereby  revoked. 

This  order,  which  for  the  purpose  of  identification  is  designated  as  B.  A.  I 
Order  316,  shall  become  effective  on  March  18,  1929.
